Claims 1-15 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the present invention is related to a noise reduction method and apparatus 
comprising a user interface for reducing noise in an audio signal using the combination 
visual and audio features. 

The claims are allowed because the prior arts of record do not, alone or in 
combination, teach a noise reduction method where an estimated noise power density 
spectrum that is based on extracted audio and visual is subtracted from a discrete 
signal spectrum of the audio sequences as now recited in the claims.
